Hi All, 


Crank up the gain on your thinkin' caps and help me find an answer to the 
mysterious radio kit that my friend Tom WONEA laid on my table yesterday 
afternoon... 


He'd cleaned out some old CB junk from an estate and aside from a couple of 
old Globe CBs that were made next door in Rockford, nothing 
remarkable...except for this "kit".... 


I've seen this packaging technique before, but can't remember who did it - 
parts have been laid on a piece of corrugated cardboard and sealed in place 
under a layer of thick transparent plastic. This means most of the parts 
haven't been lost, but the pieces don't quite add up for me. There is an 
S0-239 connector, a 2" length of 1" miniductor, a nice air variable that 
looks to like about 140uuf, a rotary switch, a pot, and three knobs to 
match. Theres a 12AU7 tube and socket, and a 2E26 - but no octal socket. 
Likewise the kit includes a new Lafayette telegraph key in original 
vacuum-formed plastic package and a 1/4" plug - but no mating 1/4" jack. 
There are terminal strips, resistors, capacitors, an RFC, nuts, bolts, wire, 
etc. No sign of any power supply components, a manual, or manufacturer's 
ID. The plastic was ripped open in one area so a few items may have been 
removed. 


The most unusual thing is a piece of metal, L-shaped - evidently part of a 


chassis. No sign of the rest of it, even though this piece is sealed in the 
plastic. The cardboard has been wet and is falling apart, so my best guess 
is that there either was more to it, or another set of parts that has been 
lost to the dumpster. Looks like about enough stuff to make a CW 
transmitter, except for the missing items, like a crystal socket. 


If any of this rings a bell with anyone, I'd love to know what the heck this 
thing is...I sure can't remember a 2E26-based CW transmitter, but that's 
what it looks like to me!

Have any of you fellow BA'ers ever attempted any panel lettering using any 
sort of transparent "pressure sensitive" tape with labels printed on via laser 
or ink jet printer? 


Seems like that should be possible, given the right stuff. 


I have been playing with fonts and have created some lettering for the dial 
bezel of an SX-62A I am working on which very closely approximates the 
original, even to the hue of green. Now if there was a way to print it to 
create, basically, a homemade decal it seems that might be very useful. Of 
course, for a normal decal, only the printing is transferred to the panel. 

But if an almost invisible transparent material could be used as a carrier for 
the print, maybe a satisfactory decal-like substitute could be made. 


This would give us black and colors, but how could we do white, which is 
commonly needed? 


Any thoughts or experience to share?

Heathkit was not the only early kit maker. Allied Radio (Knight Kit) was 
another early source from 1949. 


Even earlier was Lafayette Radio. In my conversation with Frank Lester 
W4AMJ, he tells me that Lafayette had kits as far back as 1933 or 4. Most 
were simple kits for consumer use but there was a buzzer kit and a regen 
receiver. Frank often designed these kits while in between waiting on 
people at the counter. 


Lafayette Radio disappeared (we had both Lafayette and Olsen here in Atlanta 
as late as 1974) with the arrival of the big stores (Circuit City et al) and 
the decline in hobby sales.

I have not tried this, I just thought of it while reading the subject post, 
but you can buy special "transfer" paper for use with laser and inkjet 
colour printers (black and white or colour). The paper is used to transfer 
lettering to t-shirts or other clothing. I wonder how it would work 
performing a transfer to a BA panel or glass? I think it's a heat transfer, 
you print (reverse image) to the paper, lay the paper on the object to be 
transferred to, put a piece of cloth over the paper and iron it on. The 
image releases from the paper and adheres to the other object. 


I have used a similar method for making (shudder) printed circuit boards, 
I create the PCB pattern with OrCad, print to a special plastic-like 
material (sorta like a view-foil), then use heat to transfer the image 

to a copper blank. Leaves nice clear black resist on the copper, then 

etch the board. Works neat for prototyping etc. Trouble is it's black only 
so wouldn't work for white or other colour lettering. 


I have no idea if this would work, or what the chemical/transfer properties 
are etc, I just offer it as a possible thing for someone to try, maybe it'll 
work, probably it won't, but hey...........

Dave interviewed Frank Lester to confirm that Lafayette offered kits as early 
as 1933. Perhaps Frank was less that loquatious, however, in characterizing 
them as mostly consurmer stuff, unless you wish to say an illegal transceiver 
is consumer stuff. 


It is true. Lafayette was a major purveyer of 5M transceivers kits -- those 
super-regen RX, modulated oscillator TX monsters that made so much urban noise 


in the '30s in the old 56-60mc Five Meter band that resurfaced for a time 
after the war and then was turned in for the 6M number. 


It was a bootlegger's paradise. I talked to one of them the other day. Said 
he built it up, tacked an antenna on the wall and "was amazed that the damn 
thing worked." This fellow is a broadcast radio collector who has never had a 
ham license, but he got a VHF transceiver working. He reminds me of some of 
the CB "HFers " I have met: technically competent, even talented, but averse 
to licensing requirments of any sort. Frontierspersons, in other words.
